The subcombinations are distinct from each other if 
they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, the oil system for the bolt, 
the displacement shaft, the drive shaft, and the cover have separate utility such that 
each group can be used in a transmission without using one of the other groups. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d).

4. In the event applicant chooses one of Group I, II, or III in the above restriction 
requirement, applicant is also required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single 
embodiment of the bolt arrangement, the displacement shaft arrangement or the shaft 
arrangement for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification
